It seems to me, considering the pres­ 
ent feeling between council and the 
water company, that the arbitration 
idea is the most feasible in order to 
get the prompt settlement which our 
citizens are demanding.

Gov. Deneeu of Illinois, who spoke ot 
the first link of the great waterway 
the Chicago drainage eanab and W 
H. Taft, who had general supervision 
in W ashington of the building of the 
Panam a canal until he resigned to be 
come the presidential nomine« of the 
Republican party. 
The need of such 
a waterway was insisted 
upon 
by 
every speaker. The question of trans 
portation, it was declared, is one ol 
the m ost serious questions with which 
this country lias to deal. 
Mr. T aft’s insistence that the deei 
waterway and the conservation of thf 
national resources were related sub 
jects, which called for im m ediate ac 
tion ’ elicited 
great 
applause.

statem ent that the w aterw ay was noi 
a project. but a policy, found a ready 
response in the cheers of his auditors 
If there had been any doubt as U 
the need of a Lake-to-the-Gulf watei 
way among the thousands of delegates 
and visitors gathered from all parts ol 
the country, they were dispelled wher.

tion facii ies during the same time in 
creased only 20 per cent.

plosion blew off the entire roof of the 
building, scattering tim bers in all di 
rcciions, and alm ost instantly flam 
burst out all 
over 
the 
struetui 
Twenty-one men were employed in 
the building, of whom 12 are missing 
and undoubtedly perished. 
All lived 
in Richford. 
Mrs .John .hlifore. who was walk­ 
ing with a companion along the < atpi 
dian Pacific track d o se to tb<* eie 
vat or. was burned to death and an un 
known woman, who was with he» 
was burned so seriously that her life 
is despaired of. 
The elevator w as owned jointly b> 
the Canadian Pacific and Boston & 
Maine railroads and was occupied by 
the Quaker Oats Co. of Chicago. 
The 
amount of grain it contained was Very 
large. 
The flames, which are sal 
posed 
to 
have 
been 
started 
by 
spontaneous combustion in 
th** 
di> 
dust of the grain, spread so quick »y 
that the limited fire apparatus of th 
riling-- was of 
no 
avail 
Nothing 
could prevent the entire destruction 
of the elevator and its contents. 
The heat set fire to a flour shetl 
m a r the elevator and the shed, to­ 
gether with 75 freight cars st a n d in g 
near it. were burned. 
The wreckage and fire blocked the 
tracks of the Canadian Pacific rail 
read com plddy for many hours, so it 
was necessary for trains to make a de­ 
tour by way of Sherbrooke, Quebec. 
The total loss is estim ated at $ l®0,* 
000.

Checp-r Sales Has Consent 
of Beth Parties. 
Secretary Shaw eatiunites that out 
of every $1.000 worth of m anufactures 
exported from this country •’>** cents 
worth arc sold abroad cheaper than at 
home. 
So far the complaint of the 
Democrats that our m anufactures sell 
abroad cheaper than at home seem s lo 
be true. 
But this is not as great a dis­ 
count in the export trade as the ad­ 
vantage given to m anufactures in the 
Importation of raw materials, that they 
mav employ American labor at Amer 
ican 
that are to lie sold abroad in competi 
tlon. 
It has been the policy of the Repub­ 
lican party for a number of years to 
encourage such competition in foreign 
m arkets. 
The drawback on m aterials 
imported for m anufactures tbat are to 
be exported i* not peculiar to the 
Dingley law. The sam e provision was 
!u the McKinley law. and it was incor­ 
porated in the Wilson-Gorman law bj 
the Democrats. 
It was kept iu the law 
when the Dinglev act was passed be­ 
cause it became the policy of the gov­ 
ernm ent by common consent of both 
parties. 
Last year we imported $10,000,000 
worth of materials which went Into 
m anufactures for export, and the draw 
back was paid on about 
per cent of 
our imports. 
This would make it po> 
sible for the American m anufacturers | 
to sell about ."> per cent of their exports, j 
or $120,000,bou worth, cheaper abroad j 
than at home. The advantage given by 
♦he drawback was given for the pur­ 
pose of enabling them to go into for 
i-ign m arkets and compete, even if 
they had to sell cheaper than a t home 
And this advantage was given in the 
Democratic tariff act of 1894, .iust as it 
had been iu the McKinley act of 1890 
ami a.s it is now given by the Dingley 
act of 181*7. 
It is therefore not a partisan ques­ 
tion. because it has had recognition 
from I Kith political parties. 
It is a 
part of the policy to meet competition 
in foreign m arkets rather than protec 
tlon for the home m arket 
Its definite 
purpose is to enable m anufacturers iu 
\m s country to give employment to 
American lalK»r for the production of 
goods for consumption in Europe in­ 
stead of leaving that m anufacture to 
European producers employing Euro­ 
pean labor.
